As 
the cores are fiiiisheil they arc set 
on trays, which the women carrv 
acros' the room to the ovens. \ 
loadeil tray weighs foim ten to 
twenty-five pound'. In an eUx:- 
irical factory in Ea.st Pittsburg 650 
w<xnrn are einpl-iycd on piece work 
in winding coils for armatures. The 
fa.stc’T'i m^e $1.47 a day. Tlie 
work I.' so laxim; that the cm|>loycs 
give out readtl) ()nly 25 have 
been in llie factory four years.
